The Town of Strathmore was _ in- 
corporated by Provincial charter in 
July 1911, The population is around 
six hundred, and has varied little 
since that date. 

Strathmore is situate on the main 
line of the C P R and lies 30 miles | 
east of the City of Calgary 

Strathmore is largely a CPR 


town. Here are the headquarters — of 
the Company's irrigation system a 
project operated by the Department 
of Natural Resources of the Company. 
cocvering about 220,000 acres of ir 
rigable land. Most farmers in these 
parts have a water agreement with 
the company which relates to a wat- 
er right from the Bow River, passing 
through Calgary. under a license 
granted by the Dominion Government 
by authority of the Irrigation Act, af- 
fording farmers the best water rights 


on the ccontinent, entitling them to a | 
| flow of one cubic foot of water per 
| second for each 150 acres of land 


classified by the government as irri- 
gable, For this privilege they pay 50 | 
cents per acre towards the upkeep 
of the system. 

Here we have the Strathmore Sup- 
ply Farm, also run by the C P R Ap- 
proximately 600 Holsteins are main- 
tained on the farm, supplying milk, 
cream and butter to the dining cars 
| provisioned at Calgary, This herd is | 
the largest of its kind in Western 
Canada, and hard to beat at stock 
shows.

the general public was so apparent, 


as to make the effort worth while. 


or the hundreds of parents and spec- 
tators it was an inspiring program, 
made doubly enjoyable by the evident 
pleasure of the young competitors, It 
Was not only the occasional example 
of unusual talent, that the public en- 
joyed but the good average of ability 
shown. Each little group had some 
distinctive merit, and each individual 
showed personality, 

Any occasion which brings together 
so many school children, giving them 
opportunity so face a strange audien- 
ce With composure and dignity is 
truly worth while, The winning of 
high standing is a satisfaction, but is 
only a part of the larger good that all 
gain through experience, 

The little groups from many of the 


country schools, were particularly in- 
teresting, and their participation in 
such numbers added a great deal to

One could not fail to be impressed 
with the sum total of human effort 
which was involved i this modest lit- 
tle festival.

When the writer settled in this 
Town in 1914 he was struck by the 
the name Strathmore, Coming from 
the County of Forfar, in Scotland, he 
knew Strathmore to be a district in 
that County, lying between the Gram- 
pian mountains and the Sidlaw hills. 
How the place Came to get that name 
he was fortunately able to find out 
before all the old timers had disap- 
peared, He did find out from an old- 
timer since deceased, the late Wil- 
liam Pearce, of the C P R Calgary. It 


appears that a Scotsman, by name 
John Ross, was superintendent of 
construction between Medicine Hat 


and Calgary, who, said Mr Pearce, 
Was rather prone to giving Scotch 
names to the new towns dotted along 
the right of way. Before the writer 
suggested its probable origin, Mr 
Pearce was of opinion that the name 
was taken from Ouida‘s, ‘Strathmore 
or Wrought by his own hand.! But 
the more likely reason is that Mr 
Ross knew the Strathmore district in 
Forfarshire and applied that name to 
the little town springing up near the 
end of steel,
